Tha  purpoae  of  tha 
program  ia  to  axpoaa  atudanta  to  activa,  on-going  raaaarch 
programa  ao  that  thay  may  ba  abla  to  undaratand  what  ia  involvad 
in  a  caraar  in  marina  aoianca  raaaarch. 

Groupa  of  intarna  ara  praaalectad  by  a  committaa  of  acianca 
taaohara  at  aaoh  achool  and  tha  applicationa  ara  aant  to  tha  Duka 
Univaraity  Marina  Laboratory  <DUHL>.  At  DUML,  applicationa  ara 
raviawad  and  ratad  by  a  panal  of  thraa  aciantiata:  ona  from  NOAA- 
NMPS,  ona  from  tha  Univaraity  of  North  Carolina  Inatituta  of 
Marina  Sciancaa,  and  ona  from  DUML.  Two  intarna  ara  aalactad 
from  aach  of  tha  thraa  achoola.  Intarna  ara  matched  with 
raaaarch  faculty  at  DUML  who  then  contact  tha  intarna  in  tha 
apring  to  begin  tha  procaaa  of  developing  a  raaaarch  topic. 

Intarna  arrive  at  DUML  in  mid- June  to  begin  an  intenaiva  10- 
waak  axpoaura  to  raaaarch  under  tha  auparviaion  of  a  faculty 
mambar.  Tha  intarna  develop  a  project  topic  and  a  raaaarch  plan, 
carry  out  tha  raaaarch,  including  data  analyaia,  write  a 
technical  report  and  give  an  oral  praaantation  of  their  research. 
If  appropriate,  tha  interns  ara  encouraged  to  present  their  work 
with  their  mentor  at  a  scientific  meeting  and/or  develop  a 
Journal  article. 

Tha  exposure  to  such  an  activa  raaaarch  environment  is  hoped 
to  encourage  students  at  an  early  age  to  consider  careers  in 
science,  particularly  marine  science.

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THE  1988  PROGRAM 

Adv»rt.x8lng  for  th*  internship  program  for  the  summer  of 
1988  began  in  early  December  1987.  In  February  1988,  the  three 
high  schools  provided  a  pool  of  IS  applicants  <7  from  West 
Carteret,  3  from  East  Carteret,  S  from  NC  School  of  Science  and 
Mathematics).  A  selection  committee  consisting  of  Drs.  Gene 
Huntsman  (NOAA-NMFS),  Rick  Luettich  (UNC  Institute  of  Marine 
Sciences),  and  Thomas  Johnson  (DUML)  reviewed  the  applications. 
There  were  two  interns  selected  from  East  Carteret  High  School, 
two  from  West  Carteret  High  School  and  two  from  the  North 
Carolina  School  of  Science  and  Mathematics. 

The  program  began  on  June  13  and  concluded  on  August  19, 
with  oral  presentations  by  each  intern  being  given  on  August  16. 
Information  sheets  for  each  intern  are  attached  which  provide 
biographical  information  as  well  as  the  name  of  the  mentor, 
and  project  title/major  tasks  performed.
